Criar. XIII.~~An Act authorizing the Governor to lssuo his proclamation for the
holding of a Court in the Connty of Wabushaw, and for other purposes.

Whereas, a recent treaty has been entered into with the half-breeds
for the londs lying upon and around Lake Pepin in the county of
Wabashaw ; and whereas the said eounty for judicial purpeses has
been attached to the county of Washington ; and whercas a great
influx of population to said lands is anticipated, and that it may
become necessary to hold a court or courts in the said county of
Wabashaw, for the adjudication of the rights of the citizens there-
of : Therefore
Be it cnacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Min-

aesota, That the Governor of the said Territory be, and he is hereby

authorized and empowered, 1o issuc his proclamation at such time as
he shall deem fit, calling & court to be held therein at such time and

Bla.ce as he shall think proper; and further, that the said &overnor

e, and he is herehy authorized, to appoint such officers in said county
as he shall deewn necessary, said officers to hold their offices until
their successors shall be clected or appointed as the case may be.

Cuar. X1V.—An Act to regulate the Public Printing and Binding.

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Min-
nesotn, That hereafier at the annual session each year of the Legisla-
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tive Assembly, the Council aud Iouse of Representatives convened,
immediately after the hearing of the Governor’s annual messages
shall proceed to cleet by juint ballot suitable person or persons, to do
all the incidental printing, aud the printing of the laws and journals,
fur one year from the date of such election.

SBre. 2. The person or persons so elected printer or prinfers shall,
within one week =fier his clection, exceute & bond to the United
States in the sum of five thousand dollars, with suflicient sureties, to
be approved by the Secretary of the Territory, well and properly to
do all the public printing required, and shall file =aid bond in the
office of the Secretary of the “Territory.

Hrc. 3. The printing of the laws and® journals shall be done in
fulio pages, exactly uniform in length and breadth, aud the same from
your to year, with unifonn width of margin; the body of the pages
shall be printed in good long primer type, and the notes and mar-
ginal printing in good nonparcil type.  The papoer for the same shall
be of goud quinlity, and as nearly uniform ae possible in thickness,
texture. and color; and that the statutes at large of the United States,
as published by Little & Brown, shall be the standard for all public
printing doue in the Territoiy.

Spe. 4. 'There »lall be paid for all printing so done by authority
of the Legistature, a unifurm price of vne dollar per thousand ems.
and one dollar per token for press work. It shall be the duty of the
person or persons so eleeted to do the printing of the laws and jour-
nals of the Territory, to furnish paper in size, weight, color, and gual~
ity as near as moy be, according to the size, weigh® color, and qual-
ity of the paper on which the United #tutes statutes at lerge are
printed.

Sec. 5. The payment of accounts for printiug shall be provided
for in the geueral appropriation hill, and painl.  ‘T'he incidental print-
ing shall be estimated and paid as other expenses incident to the ses-
sion ; but the printiug of the laws and journals shall be estimated for
and paid out of the appropriation to be made by Congress_ for the ex-
penises of the Territory in cach sueceeding vear.

8¢, 6. The journal of the Couneil fur this session of the Legis-
lature shall be printed by Nathanicl M’Lean, and the journal of the
louse shail be printed by James M. Guodhue 3 and the laws of the
session shall be printed by said (Goodhue and M*Lean jointly. The
price for all the incidental printing of this xession, and for the print-
ing of the laws and journals, shall be one quurter more than the price
established in the fourth seetion of this wet,

Bge. 7. The Legislative Assembly shall «leet a sujtable persen
cach year lo press and bind the Jaws and jonrusls, the expense
of which shall be estimated and paid for in the same manner
above provided for defruying the expehse of printing the laws and
Journals. :

Sec. 8. For pressing the sheets and binding the laws and jour-
nals jn pamphlet form for this session. there shall be allowed twenty
cents per copy lor full sheep law binding, a reasonable price for bind-
ing per voluwe for all vther binding ; such price as imay hereafier be
allowed by law to be awlited and puid fir in the same manner as
above provided fur defraying the expenses of printing the laws and
journals ; and that Jawes Maclutosh be etuploved o bind the laws
and jourvals of the present session in paniphlet form.
